THE question of the disposition of the 


prison labor of the state appears to be 
in a fair way to solution, in the nro- 
, posed establishment of a plant at the 
state penitentiary for the manufacture 
oHtinding twine. The employment of 
labor in this manner woujd in no way 
compete with free labor in the state, and 
the output would be always saleable,ahd 
the sale by the state would tend to the 
regulation of the prices of the outside 
product, and benefit the farmers of 
the state, as w*ll as afford t means for 
the profitable employment of prison la- 
bor. As will be seen by the statement 
of the committee elsewhere, the mem- 
bers are highly impressed with the ad- 
vantages of the plant in the Minnesota 
penitentiary and their report will favor 
the establishment of a similar institution 
at the. penitentiary here. There is every 
reason why the assembly should take 
some action of this nature to divert 
prison labor to a profitable channel and 
make those who are kept at state ex- 
pense repay by their labor for the keep- 
ing. From a humanitarian standpoint 
also the establishment of some such in- 
dustry is to be urged, as prisoners kept 
busy are easier disciplined and habits 
are inculcated which tend to the im- 
provement of those who have fallen from 
the plane of rectitude.

binding twine plant at the Stillwater, 
Minn., penitentiary, with a view to the 
establishment of a similar institution at 
the North Dakota penitentiary returned 
from their trip yesterday morning. 
All 


of the members of the committee, Sena- 
tors Twicheli and Mansfield and Repre- 
sentatives 'Sargent, Hare and Bacon, 
were pleased with the trip and impressed 
with the excellence and economy of the 
plant at the penitentiary. The commit- 
tee was treated «ith uniform courtesy 
and consideration bv the officials of the 
Stillwater institution and the members' 
of the board of trustees shown all the 
workings of the plant, given figure* and 
details of the cost of the institution and 
the other fact*, that were desired bj the 
committee ujion which to base a report, 
and the report of the committee vv hich 
will be presented to the legislative a« 
wmbl) in a da> or ^ will be favorable 
to dm establNtiraent of a similar- plant 
at the Bismarck f«>mt< ntiarv.

seven! Pacific railroad contractors to 
pay for services, material, eta, in the 
construction of the different roads. 


In early days a syndicate bought all 


the bonds of the contractors. 
Charles 


Durkee, an uncle of Manager Durkee's 
father was the bead of the syndicate. He 
was formerly United States senator from 
Wisconsin and had been appointed gov- 
ernor of Utah by President Lincoln. 
There are some 40 odd heirs, and if the 
value of the bonds, which, are original 
Union Pacific bonds, can be recovered, 
it would mean over 13,000.000 for each 
heir, not including what the attorneys 
get as their share. 


A sketch of the case recently appeared 


in the Associated Press dispatches. 
Government aid was asked to complete 
the roads and afterward congress, in 
1862 authorized a loan for government 
aid, and also authorized the roads to 
issue an equal amount on their own 
bonds. The companies issued more than 
authorized, 1100,000,000 in all and sold 
the bonds. The government, to protect 
its interests, kept half the amount dne 
the roads for transportation, to pav the 
bonds. The government also provided 
that the companies should take up all 
the construction bonds. These bonds tu 
the hands of Charley Durkee were taken 
up and new ones issued. They were de 
powted in a tin box in toe vault of the 
Metropolitan bank of New York. In 1870 
Charles Durkee died and on his death 
bed informed ins wife of the location of 
the bonds. The box was found but the 
bonds tterc missing. In Md\ 18S4 the 
hank failed, and it was found that tuns' 
bonds wire being used as collateral
